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Four schools, 116 people in budget cuts 


Wilmington received its first 
look Tuesday night at what the 
school system will lose under 
Proposition 2'2. Supt. of Schools 
Walter Pierce presented his 
budget proposal to the school 
committee in a well-attended 
meeting held in the high school 
cafeteria. 

The most noticeable and drastic 
features of the budget are the 
closing of four schools, three of 
them elementary, and the 
elimination of 116 positions, 87 of 
them full-time. Another drastic 
feature is the reduction or 
elimination of program directors. 

Very noticeable in another 
regard, however, is that the 
budget does not eliminate 
programs, but instead makes 
across - the - board cuts in all 
programs, Programs such as art,

music and athletics will be 
reduced but not eliminated. 

The cuts recommended by 
Pierce totaled $1,827,310, leaving 
a total school budget of $7,343,985. 

Pierce's recommendations are 
not final. The school committee 
will review the budget proposal 
and vote on it. Other factors are 
also in the picture, and may 
change the budget before it is 
finalized. Pierce named the 
“cherry sheet", an attempt to 
elevate local property vaulation, 
and possible alterations in the 
state budget as three areas which 
may change the school budget 
picture. 

With Pierce having named the 
schools to be closed, Town 
Manager Sterling Morris can now 
give an estimate of cost reduc- 
tions in the maintenance budget. 


The school maintenance budget is 
not under the control of the School 
Department, but is in the 66.3 
percent of the town budget which 
goes for education. 

The finance committee has 
requested the town budget by 
March 13. 

The schools scheduled to close 
under Pierce’s recommended 
budget are the Buzzell, Glen Road 
and Boutwell elementary schools, 
and the Swain School which 
serves as an annex for the high 
‘school. Also closing will be the 
Curriculum Center, which 
provides office space for the 
program directors. 

Students from the closed 
schools would be bussed to the 
remaining three elementary 
schools the Shawsheen, the 
Woburn Street and the Wildwood.

“It bothers me that we're 
taking money out of the 
classroom and putting it into the 
buses," said John Brooks, a 
member of the school committee. 

“The administration is not 
pleased with the budget at all,” 
said Pierce. He said that he had 
tried to be fair in all areas. 

Brook. suggested that people 
focus their anger in the right 
direction. He said that he had 
been informed that additional 
funds were available that can be 
paid out if the cities and towns 
make their demands heard. He 
urged people to write to the state 
legislature, in hopes that ad- 
ditional funds will be allowed for 
local aid in the state budget. 

Linda McMenimen talked about 
the $91,000 which remains in the 
athletic budget. She said that if 


that money were used to keep five 
additional teachers, it would 
require keeping another school 
open, which would cost a quarter 
miltion. 

Pierce's list of staff reductions 
was not by names, but rather by 
positions. The positions to be 
eliminated are 21 elementary 
teachers, two elementary prin- 
cipals, one elementary assistant 
principal, one art teacher, one 
foreign language teacher, four 
language arts teachers, four 
math teachers, three music 
teachers, five occupational ed 
teachers, four physical ed 
teachers, two reading teachers, 
four science teachers, eight social 
studies teachers, two in- 
termediate assistant principals, 
seven guidance conuselors, the 
audio-visual director, the reading 


firector, one psychologist, one 
speech teacher, three resource 
room teachers, two learning 
disabilities teachers, two mini- 
bus drivers (one of them is a 
parking lot attendant), 26 teacher 
aides, three part-time librarians, 
four secretaries and two nurses. 

The personnel changes could 
eliminate people who have been 
in the system for as many as 
seven or eight years. Other people 
with as many as 20 years service 
could be facing demotions, The 
cuts will result in a drastic 
realignment of personne! in the 
school system. 

The Town Crier will present 
more information on the school 
budget in the future. The timing 
of the budget meeting was such 
that detailed analysis of the 
budget was impossible before 
press time.

the Company's capital structure, 
and future plans, including 
merger, joint venture or other 
corporate transaction’ which 
might be in the best interests of 
the Company and __ its 
shareholders.

He was taken to the 
Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington. More than 1,500 feet 
of hose was used in fighting the 
blaze.

The building, which was an old 
freight warehouse of the Boston 
and Maine Railroad, had been 
moved to its present location in 
the late 1950's. 

A fire in late October damaged 
the rear portion of the shed.

Traffic conditions at Wilmington are rapidly becoming congested 
The business center is growing in a haphazard manner, and unless 
séme thought is given'to a solytion of the problem, the distance is not 
far when the short sightedness will be regretted, to say nothing of the 
future expense that will be involved to correct the errors. 

To reduce our tax rate, to help pay over bonded indebtedness, to at- 
tract new citizens, something must be done to straighten out the 
spider web of confusion that has been gradually woven into our 
business and residential sections. Any new ordinance, let be what it 
may, always meets with opposition by the general public, due largely 
to a lack of detailed knowledge of the problem 

The only way to broadcast this information is by public hearings, 
group meetings and indivisual discussion, the importance of which is 
recognized by your Planning Board, but it is useless to call such 
gatherings unless we have the problem in proper form for presenta- 
tion. This means plans, sketches, possibly photographs and lantern 
slides; a preliminary by-law to be placed in the hands of all voters for 
them to consider and be prepared to offer suggestions and discuss the 
matter at the meetings. 

In order to get this material together it entails expense and unless 
the citizens are prepared to aid by an appropriation of money, nothing

Ambulance fees 


Wilmington has municipal 
ambulance, as a part of the Fire 
Department. There are men who 
are Emergency Medical 
Technicians (EMT's) on service 
24 hours a day. 

In recent years, the ambulance 
service has been greatly 
upgraded in Wilmington, In terms 
of lives saved and service 
provided, Wilmington’s am- 
bulance is a true asset to the 
town. 

Recently in a Prop 2% 
discussion, the Wilmington town 
manager termed the ambulance 
service as being “vulnerable” 
because of the need to cut the 
town's expenses, 

The alternative to a public 
ambulance is a privately owned 
one. Such privately owned am 
bulances are available, at a price. 
In this area the charge seems to 
be $60 or $70 for an emergency 
run to a hospital, and up to $200 to 
transfer a patient from one 
hospital to another. 

Wilmington, until a few months 
ago had a charge the bottom of 
which was $15. Now, since last 
October, it is $35. 

Instead of cutting out the 
ambulance service, it would seem 
that the thing to dois provide such 


service, and yet at a cost the 
residents can afford. If insurance 
companies are paying top dollar 
to private ambulance services, 
there is no reason that the town 
should provide the service for 
anything less 

Wilmington has about 700 trips 
a year, in its ambulance service. 
Al $70 a trip that would be an 
income of about $49,000 a year. 
The charge would be paid by Blue 
Cross - Blue Shield, or one of the 
equivalent organizations. 

The billing need not be a 
complicated affair. A log book 
could provide the necessary in- 
formation, if a little care is taken 
in the keeping of such a log, and 
the treasurer of the town could 
bill. 

There could be instances, too, in 
which some persons could not be 
able to pay - say a senior citizen, 
That too, can be taken care of. 
There should be no great dif- 
ficulty over that matter. 

The income to the town could 
help to solve part of the 2! 
question, The need for the service 
does exist. To look critically at 
costs is no crime. To find an 
answer might be a good deed for

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Antique guns displayed atWilmingtonRotary 


Should the reader want a sure thing, 
in which to invest money, antique 
weapons might be the answer. Gold is 
okay, says Rick Wagner Jr., of 
Marlborough, Mass., but antique guns 
and weapons are better. Their value 
increases at two to three percent per 
month. 

Rick displayed some antique 
weapons at the Rotary Club in 
Wilmington on January 14. Once ina 
while he mentioned, casually, the 
current value of a weapon. The 
lowest figure he mentioned was a 
mere $5,000. 

There were sword canes, for in- 
stance. He had a couple. He 
suggested that people who carry 
canes are never attacked, while 
walking. Then he displayed the 
defense that some people, at least, 
could use. 

The third cane was different. It did 
not have a steel blade within it. In- 
stead there were two glass phials 
The bearer of the cane could, if the 
impulse were present, stop and have a 
drink - and then a second one. 

There was a Turkish sword, a 
scabbard. It was long and heavy, and 
it was curved, as is depicted in stories 
of the 15th and 16th century fighting 
between the Christian and Turkish 
hosts. Truly, it could be a frightful 
weapon, in the hands of a fighting 
man. ‘The scabbard was heavily 
jeweled, 

Then there was a bronze dagger. It 
dated back to the fourth century B.C., 
and it was found in Luristan, which, 
when it was found, was a part of 


Persia. Today the name of that 
country is Iran 
There was a Bowie Knife - the kind 


used by frontiersmen. Rick explained 
carefully the ideas behind the shaping 
of that weapon. And there were some 
silver handled knives. One of them 
was called a Natchez Knife, dating 
back to July 1837. 

His earliest gun he called an Indian 
Gun - this India being the huge sub- 
continent of Asia. It had an elaborate 
stock, and a.long, long barrel. Rick 
said it was from the 14th or 15th 
century. 

A wheelock gun was exhibited. 
Those guns were made before the 
fintlocks, of which many people know 
Itwas German made, and dated 1590. 

Rick had a Kentucky Rifle. It was 
authentic. Not only that, but it had 
been made in New England, he told 
the audience. A Kentucky ‘rifle, of 
course, was a rifled gun, in that the 
bore was rifled, to better guide the 
bullets. His rifle was quite a rarity. 

Then there was a pair of fintlock 
pistols, in a nice case, No, they were 
not for duelling, as the spectators 
might have concluded. It was a case 
of providing more than one bullet, for 
the bearer. The bearer had a bullet in 
each pistol, and thus had two bullets, 
with which to help settle any dispute 
as to ownership of money, if by 
chance bandits were met 

Dueling pistols, Rick said, were 
never rifled. The only thing that 
seems to be on the market, for such 
pistols today, are reproductions, and 
even those cost $5,000. 

Rick has a gun which was invented 
a Scotsman named Forsythe. 
Forsythe invented a new way of firing 
weapons, a method that was 
something like the manner today of

firing a cap pistol. Forsythe’s in- 
vention led to the modern method of 
firing guns, by percussion. It was not 
only a percussion method, but it was 
water proof, which was a tremendous 
improvement, 

Samuel Colt improved that method, 
with a mechanism he invented for 
rotating a cylinder, with bullets in the 
cylinder. Colt first patented the idea 
in England, in 1836, and in the United 
States in 1839. 

Also shown was a Spencer carbine, 
dated back to the (US) Civil War. 
Spencer invented a repeating rifle, 
just about the time that war started, 
but the man in charge of weapon 
procurement for the US Army, wasn't 
interested in that kind of weapon, 
which could carry seven bullets. 

Finally Spencer was able to see 
President Lincoln, and exhibited his 
repeating carbine. It was an early 
morning visit, and there was an 
exhibition on the White House 
grounds of how the gun could be used, 
A number of guards came running up 
when they heard all the gunfire. 

Lincoln assured the guards that 
they were not needed, Then he or- 
dered 1,000 of the Spencer carbines, 
for the Union Army. 

A Flaubert pistol is another weapon 
in Rick's collection. Flaubert, a 
Frenchman, was the first man to 
make a metallic casing for the bullet 
and powder of a gun. In this case it 
was a .22 pistol 

There was an Apache weapon. Not 
something for the Indians of the Far 
West, but something to be used in the 
streets of Paris, [twas three weapons 
in one. 

First the viewer saw a pair of brass 
knuckles on Rick's fist. Then it 
became a pistol, - a single shot pistol, 
Finally the same weapon was tran- 
sformed into a very lethal looking 
dagger. It was all part of the same 
weapon, and one that is easily con- 
cealed. 

The last weapon shown was a .44 
Magnum 

Various police departments are 
armed with a .37 Magnum. It is a 
pistol which can be best described as 
being a heavy duty revolver. In a 
lethal sense, a Magnum is to an or- 
dinary .45 revolver as a Buick is to a 
Volkswagen. It's the same thing, but 
with a heavier punch, and is the 
ultimate in sidearms, in today’s 
police world. 

The 44 Magnum is much more. It 
not only has a heavier caliber bullet, 
it has a longer barrel. It can, Rick 
said, “drop a deer" at 200 feet. 

For use as a side-arm it sort of 
ranks along with artillery. 

Wagner had a little philosophy on 
the use of guns, which he expressed at 
the end of his talk. He discussed, the 
role of guns, vis-a-vis that type of 
person who wants to commit robbery, 
in one form or another. 

Guns, to him, are protective 
weapons. 

“It is the presence of firearms, in 
the homes," he said, “that prevents a 
lot of crimes.”

Stuck valve causes 
major water leak 


A stuck valve last week caused 
a severe drain on Wilmington’s 
water system. 

Water Superintendent Paul 
Duggan first realized that 
something was wrong on Wed- 
nesday The Hillside Way 
standpipe was nearly empty 
Duggan arranged with Burlington 
for a water transfer, by means of 
a hose connection between 
hydrants. 

It was not until Friday that the 
leak was found. Usually when 
there is a leak, it is caused by a 
broken water main. The result is 
a large puddle of water in the 
street, with water coming up 
from the ground, making the leak 
obvious and easy to find. 

In the case of the leak last 
week, the cause was a stuck 
valve. There is a pumping station 
on Industrial Way which provi 


hyi'é 


additional pressure for industries 
on that road. The pumping 
station includes an underground 
chamber, which is kept full, as a 
reservoir. When the chamber is 
full, the valve is supposed to 
automatically shut off the water. 

Water was over flowing the 
chamber, and flowing into a 
storm drain. Duggan noticed a 
large area of open water near 
Whitney Barrel Company on 
Woburn Street. In weather as 
cold as there has been, open 
water means that something is 
flowing. Duggan had found the 
leak. 


The stuck valve was closed, and 
a service call was scheduled to 
repair or replace the valve.

Phobias often wreck havoc in the lives of 
countless individuals An event or 
situation which would be harmless to 
others suddenly becomes an over 
whelming confrontation for those who 
experience a phobia, There are many 
phobias. However, Agoraphobia is the 
most crippling and disabling phobia of all 
It affects over six percent of our 
population 

Agoraphobia is a morbid dread of open 

‘es. An individual becomes extremely 
panic-stricken when confronted with open 
space, either in reality or in fantasy. Even 
the mere thought of going outdoors 
sometimes causes deep uncomfortable 
emotions to well up inside, As a counter 
against these feelings the phobic usually 
prefer, to be at home. Generally he con 
cludes that the ideal situation for him is.to 
remain in the house near someone with a 
kind, gentle and guiding influen 

phobia usually begins with a 
sudden, unexpected attack of panic, While 
walking or doing outdoor activity he ex 
periences overwhelming sensations 

Ling. pounding heart beats, dizzyness 
and even fainting or a terrifying sense that 
something awful is about to happen to him 
Usually most people recognize that these 
sensations are merely symptoms and not 
the “real thing." Consequently. they begin 
to feel they are crazy or mental. In fact 
fears about his emotional and mental state 
of mind are often voiced 

Following this horrendous experience he 
fears that the “paralyzing” sensations will 
happen again Therefore, he concludes 
that remaining inside the house where 
safety. warmth and comfort exists will be 
strong enough to ward off those menacing 
feelings 


Some very creative and talented in 
dividuals have been robbed by 
Agoraphobia. These people who could, 
have offered timely and constructive 
service to our society have been im: 
prisoned by the fear of going out in public 
and “making a sce Many times. 
said one lady. “I have had my coat on and 
have stood at the door ready to go out 
almost trying to force myself out. But | 
could not go further 

Most individuals suffering from these 
experi make the mistake of 
associating their fear with the location 
where the sensations were first felt 
However. in reality the particular spot is 
not that important because the heightened 
emotions results from an accumulation of 
anxiety, stress and tension 

Another common mistake is that 
agoraphobies attempt to deny and fight 
their inner feelings. Tension breeds ten 
sion and in of helping, more inner 
pressure is built up In a therapeutic 
relationship a constructive life ean be 


reassembled for those who fear the out 
doors. As a diabetic is able to readjust and 
realistically confront his own life, so also 
the agoraphobic can successfully “put it 
all together 

One client began therapy a few years 
ago because her family claimed she was 
lazy and did not have will-power. “I would 
go to interviews for a job and sit in my car 
in the parking lot,” she confessed. "Mostly 
I would drive around all day in my car and 
tell my husband about the countless in 
terviews, I manufactured the details. lied 
to him.” Her husband began to see her 
incorrectly as a fragile person who was not 
good enough toget a job. He began to doall 
the work; she became another dependent 
‘Things were a disaster until he was able to 
understand her behavior within the con 
text of agoraphobia 

Immense criticism and hostility often 
greets these individuals. “My friends think 
Tam after sympathy and that I'm looking 
for attention,” another lady commented 
‘They command me to put it all together 
and be a helpful part of the family...to 
work and get outside and be: productive 
What they don’t realize is that it is like 
asking a cripple to walk as if he weren't 
crippled” The strain in the home is 
burdensome 

There are other interesting, but 
significant issues and themes which are 
often played out with agoraphobia 
Unknowingly a very shy gir! who was 
goraphobic married a very domineering 
fellow. He kept her out of frightening 
situations because he wanted a wife who 
would stay at home. All was fine until she 
began to hassle him about restrictions 
instead of thanking him, Up until that point 
her agoraphobia was a boost to his 
masculinity because he was called upon to 
do everything and she was his image of an 
ideal wife.” When she began to deal with 
her phobia and began to sense her ability 
and worth. it caused problems in the 
relationship which then had to be con 
fronted 

There are many who do not mind 
agoraphobia in their spouses. Some are 
very pleased and find incredible meaning 
in taking kids to school. doing the shop- 
ping, not going out to parties, avoiding 
trips to “relax at home" and doing the 
outside work. All is fine until the day when 
the spouse wishes to be a whole and 
complete person — to enjoy life “like 
everybody else does” At that point an 
individual's effort to deal with his 
emotional handicap must be shared by 
those around him in his family 
Agoraphobia should always be confronted 
with the lines of commun 
all members of the immedi 

It is very difficult to break the 
homebound pattern of living However. 
with a gentle, trusting hand a new world of 
sensations can be experienced and a 
creative burst of inner energy can tran 
sform a restrictive, depressed and passive 
individual into a beautiful personality 
Without the emotional chains the ex 
agoraphobic can use his hands and feet for 
constructive service to his community as 
well as become a model parental figure for 
his children

‘The secret is understanding, in a basic 
way, why and how to modify your 
lifestyle 

Cancer is an immensely complex 
disease process that comes in over 100 
distinct types, each influenced by the 
environmental factors that everyday 
touch our lives. The list of what causes 
cancer is growing, but not everything is 
carcinogenic. In fact, most cancer is 
probably environmental in origin, in- 
fluenced by lifestyle and personal habits: 
factors which we can control and 
change; factors that allow us to make a 
choice 

‘The two deadliest forms of cancer 
those of the digestive and respiratory 
tracts - are due largely to diet and 
smoking, factors very much within a 
person's power to control. In 1978 lung 
cancer accoufited for one-fourth of all 
cancer deaths in this country, and 
cigarettes were responsible for 80-85 of 
these fatalities 

‘The best way to bolster your cancer 
defenses is by changing your personal 
habits. These changes must be done 
individually since each of us takes dif 
ferent risks. 

What should you do to prevent cancer? 
Take the following self-tests and go to 
work on your recalcitrant habits. Then, 
in a few weeks, take it again, and again 
in a few months. These guidelines can be 
tool to measure your progress and 
dedication to shaping your own anti 
cancer lifestyle. These guidelines are 
courtesy of the Soil and Health Foun. 
dation of Emmaus, Pa, 01849. 


Smoking 

A mountain of data connects tobacco 
smoking and cancer. One pack-a-day 
smoker out of 10 Is likely to get lung 
cancer- a risk 30 times greater than the 
non-smoker's. Smokers are more subject 
to cancer of the larynx, esophagus, 
mouth and bladder. The more you smoke 
the higher your risk, and even innocent 
by-standers can increase their chances 
for cancer by inhaling tobacco smoke 

Do you smoke? 

Do you commonly frequent smoky, 
poorly-ventilated areas” 

Alcohol 

Heavy consumption of alcoholic 
beverages, especially hard liquor, has 
been linked to increasing the risk of 
mouth, throat, larynx, esophageal and 
liver cancers, The frequency of these 
cancers is 15 times higher in heavy 
smokers and drinkers than in abstainers. 

It should also be noted that some beers 
contain nitrosamines (known car- 
cinogens), and effects of other additives 
and chemicals in certain alcoholic drinks 


is unknown. 
‘Sunlight 
Too much sun increases the likelihood 
of skin cancer, and the risk Is greater for 
fair-skinned, blond men and women 
Overexposure to sunlight can be defined 
as more than 20 minutes a day of direct 
sunlight, or a burn, whichever comes 
first. 
Water 
At least 17 confirmed or suspect 
chemical carcinogens are found in 
drinking water. Often these are con: 
centrated in fish and other aquatic 
animals we later eat. Several minerals 
carried by drinking water, when in high 
concentration, are also suspect car: 
cinogens. If you have reason to believe 
your water is impure, have it tested for 
dangerous levels of: arsenic, cadmium, 
chromium, lead, nickel, asbestos, 
radioactivity, and if possible, car- 
cinogenic chemicals. 
Xrays 
Always question the need for an x-ray 
‘The more x-rays you have, the better the 
chances you may get cancer 
Do you discuss why the xray is 
neessary before it is taken? Do you ask if 
it is possible to use previous x-rays in- 
stead of taking new ones? Do you 
question whether your children should be 
x-rayed” Do you inform the doctor im: 
mediately that you may be pregnant and 
only undergo x-ray examination when 


pregnant if your condition is serious and 
there are no alternatives? Do you avoid 
high-radiation exposure mobile x-ray 
units” Do you avoid routine breast x-ray 
screening, and practice breast self 

examination instead” Do you avoid full 

body diagnostic x-rays” Do you refuse 
routine dental x-rays (many are un 

necessary)” Do you keep an xray 
record” 

Stress 

A little bit can be good. But a lot can be 
bad. There have been studies indicating 
a link between chronic stress and can: 
cer-causing hormonal imbalances 
What's more, stress tends to encourage 
smoking, drinking, poor digestion, 
sleeping problems and emotional 
disorders - all of which can weaken your 
natural defenses against cancer. 
Exercise 

Exercise makes you stronger 
physically as well as emotionally. It also 
keeps your weight down, Studies show 
that obese woman are at a greater risk of 
developing breast cancer than women of 
normal weight 

Where you live 

Pollution in your home or town can add 
to your cancer risk. If you like where you 
live, you may not wwant to move for any 
reason. One or more of these risk factors 

may not be enough to change your mind, 
but they should strengthen your 
determination to eliminate risks you can 
control. And if you're looking for a new 
home, take these factors very much into 
account. 

Do you live near: (1) Industrial waste 
dumping? (2) Pesticide spraying? (3) 
Nuclear power plant or radioactive 
waste or storage site’ (4) Asbestos 
plant? (5) Smelting plant? (6) 
Petrochemical plant’ (7) A major high- 
way? 

Is there formaldehyde insulation in 
your home that doesn't have adequate 
ventilation for the fumes” 

Do you use cleaning products that 
contain: Carbon tetrachloride. 
trichloroethylene, Perchloroethylene, 
benzene, arsenic? 

Do you commonly use: Paints, varnish 
removers, adhesives, cements, hobby 
supplies for brazing, ceramics, printing, 
soldering, etc., that contain organic 
chemicals and heavy metals. 

Family 

Some degrees of cancer susceptibility 
may be inherited, and your family in- 
fluences your lifestyle and habits 
(Children of smokers are more likely to 
smoke, for example.) If you think you 
are genetically susceptible, an anti 
cancer lifestyle is that much more im. 


portant. 
‘Occupations 

Some jobs subject workers to cancer: 
causing hazards. If your occupation is 
listed, you shold be aware of where you 
stand and do what is possible to 
minimize the risks. 

Asbestos workers, asphalt workers, 
benzene workers, chemical workers, 
coal tar workers, distillers, dye users, 
electrolysis workers, explosives 
workers, gas stokers, glass workers 
insulation workers, iron foundry 
workers, leather and show workers, 
linoleum workers, miners, nickel 
smelters, painters, paint manufacturers, 
plastic workers, pottery workes 
radiologists, radium dial painters, retort 
workers, rubber workers, smelters, still 
cleaners, tanners, textile users or 
dryers, vintners 

Drugs 

New cancer causing drugs are con 
tinually being “discovered”. The best 
policy is to use both over-the-counter and 
prescription drugs only when absolutely 
necessary, Avoid falling into the habit of 
taking drugs at the first sign of any 
problem, without using more natural 
means first or trying to discover the real 
cause of trouble. 

Hopefully, this table of potential 
cancer-causing areas will make you 
more aware of what you can do to 
prevent cancer Let it be a good start in 
helping you shape an anti-cancer 
lifestyle. You are bound to win, and win 
big, this way

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Russian peasantry 
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Time to kowtow to Chinese fashion 


By Phyllis Feldkamp 


After having figuratively saluted the 
rich peasantry of Russia two seasons 
ago, then curtsied to the Hapsburgs this 
fall and winter, will fashion soon be doing 
the Chinese kowtow to the Manchus? 

We might tune in next year around this 
time to find out, The exhibitions of Diana 
Vreeland, the forceful high fashion 
personality who is special consultant to 
the Costume Institute of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, have had prodigious 
effect on the work of certain American 
and European designers. They have been 
heavily influenced by the productions she 
has organized for the museum, which 
have included spectaculars on Hollywood 
and imperial Russia 

Mrs. Vreeland’s latest, “The Manchu 
Dragon: Costumes of the Ch'ing 
Dynasty which opened in mid 
December and will be on display through 
August 1981, takes the same route as 
Bloomingdale's China promotion but 
gives a more opulent view of Far Eastern 
clothing. The ninth of her annual shows, 
the current display may produce some 
sort of fashion reverberations as did 
previous Met exhibitions of clothes from 
the heydays of the czars and of the 
Austro-Hungarian Empire 

To look forward to any duplications of 
the densely ornate embroideries with 
which the Chinese covered silk damask 
cut velvet, and brocade robes of state 
would, however, be foolish. Such work

Among the greater treasures at the 
Met are the so-called 12-symbol emperor 
robes of state. These are embroidered 
with emblems placed in specific 
positions: a sun on one shoulder, a moon 
on the other; a constellation over the 
dragon on the chest of the robe, a 
mountain over the back dragon, The 
geometric symbol. the az head, flames 
and other signs associated with 
sacrificial ceremonies make up the rest 
of the dozen symbols. As curator Mailey 
explains in the exhibition catalog, the 
emblems go back to the ancient Han 
dynasty, when the emperor presided at 
yearly sacrifices 

Embroidered roundels or medallions of 
the sort that occasionally turn up today 
at antique dealers or in consignment 
shops may originally have been rank 
badges on outer robes. Easily removed 


from threadbare garments, many suc 
badges have survived to interest 
collectors. 

Birds, beasts. and various other in 
signia used in the patterns all had certain 
meanings. Waves, rocks, and clouds 
symbolized the universe, bats denoted 
happiness; peaches or cranes, longevity 
berries, fortitude. 

Such motifs are bound to have ar 
impact on next year’s styles. If lily-foot 
shoes and 12-symbol robes seem unlikely 
candidates for 1981 fashion revivals, 
prints adapted from  Ch'ing-dynasty 
costumes are probably already on fabric 
designers’ drawing boards. Silk damask 
robes with skinny trousers would seem to 
have a fashion future And the market for 
antique Chinese embroideries - with or 
without five-clawed dragons - should be 
king up

Solid winner chosen

Cui ont the opening and final scenes of 
“Loose Ends” and you've got a solid 
winner at the Next Move Theatre in 
Boston's burgeoning theatre district 

Even a slow and awkward start and an 
unnecessary ending can’t totally take 
away {rom this Michael Weller script. If 
you're young, in love, and thinking about 
marriage, this might be a little too in 
tense, but it's worth hearing anyway 

“Loose Ends" is the story of two 
“children of the 60's” who fall in love 
during the tumultuous 70's. What starts 
off as an innocent love affair blossoms 
into an intricate marriage, where the 
basic root problems remain the same 
There {s a lack of communication bet 
ween the two protagonists, Paul and 
san, and a hesitancy | throughout their 
relationship) to admit their (rue feelings 
towards one another 

In fact, the only rewarding value the 
opening scene has Is that it lets us see 
right off what the problem will be 
“Wold vou like te stav here in Ball with 


me?" Susan asks Paul “I don’t know 


Well, sure, why not?,” answers Paul 
“Why not,” indeed 
This constant inability of both 


characters to disclose their true feelings 
towards one another \especially after 
their relationship has been firmly 
established as something more than a 
romantic fling) is evidently the crisis in 
Weller's production There are several 

‘sure, why nots?” throughout the play 
as we progress from 1971. when Paul and 
Susan meet, until 1978. 

Now, you'll want to know why the first 
and final scenes can be done away with 
In Scene One Pau! and Susan first meet 
on a beach in Bali They laugh, smoke, 
drink beer, and talk about the ‘weird 
stuff that has happened to them in the 
past. We are also introduced to Susan's 
crazy roomn id there's 
a ridiculous little appearance by a native 
Balinese that | still, to this minute, have 
to wonder about 

Scene One is a basic introduction. But 
it is so stilted and sophomoric that it ts 
rendered literally useless, especially

when, in Scene Two, when Susan and 
Paul visit Paul's friends in New Hamp- 
shire (two years later) and what hap 
pened in Scene One is explained to us 
again. In thinking back, if | had come in 
late for the start of this play, say about 
the second scene, I wouldn't have missed 
a thing. As it is, all the little escapade in 
Bali is worth is an extra half hour on the 
clock 

The final scene is simply a flashback 
on the last seven years Susan is a 
photographer who has compiled a record 
of their relationship on film. It ts that 
library that we go over again, with the 
only fresh thought being that, gee whiz 
these two really could have made it as 
just friends."

Which, I suppose, ts giving this story 
away.

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Difference between threadbare 
program and a full one

Volunteerism - a habit developed by 
pioneering Americans pulling together for 
the common good - is distinctly home: 
grown in the US it seems, and starts at an 
early age. 

In the Washington, D.C., area alone, 
literally hundreds of teens as young as 10 
or 12 years old give freely of their time. 
‘They take on tasks as diverse as con 
ducting tours of historic homes, making 
and presenting puppet shows, constructing 
trails in National Parks, helping to 
arrange art exhibits, and feeding taran: 
tulas and cockroaches at the Insect Zoo. 

Savvy self-starters, they will tell you 
they are volunteering to “keep us off the 
street." One young man even claims his 
mother sent him to volunteer at the zoo 
because, he quips, ‘'she thinks I'll feel at 
home here. 

The National Zoo takes on between 70 
and 85 youngsters each summer for one of 
the city’s largest young adult programs. 
Teens from 13 to 16 years old make pup- 
pets with the popular Bob Brown 
Marionettes. These are used ina 16-minute 
show that teaches zoo etiquette to tourists 

The shows run 12 times daily, to the 
delight of visiting children and parents. At 
other times, the teens wander around 
giving directions to visitors and answering 
questions about the anin 

Pat Petrella, a former zoo volunteer who 
now heads up the teens, gives the key to 
her program's success, ‘It works for the 
public and it works for the kids. They can 
see thal they're actually doing some good 
by persuadiag people not to feed the 
animals 

Volunteers - teens and otherwise - often 
spell the difference between a threadbare 


program ind a full one in these days of 
bludgeoned budgets But Mary Karraker. 
in charge of volunteers at the National 
Park Service's C & O Canal, says their 
budget cuts also affect the number of 
volunteers hired. “We've had to cut way 
back because we cannot provide adequate 
supervision. Of course, some of our 
volunteers require almost nodirection 

One in particular, Greg Donaldson, she 
dubs a “park asset. We're wondering what 
we'll do without him next year.” Greg 
who enters college this fall, practically 
grew up in the park where his mother 
works as a ranger. He put in over 1,000 
hours during his first official volunteer 
year, 1979, doing what Mary Karraker 
calls “any grubby, dirty job we threw at 
him 

Working 20 hours a week during the 
school year. Greg often brought his 
homework to the park - and made the park 
his homework. “I did a slide show on the ( 
& O through the seasons for a photography 
course I took.” he recalls, “and they 
showed it here at the park. Also. nearly ail 
my English compositions were about my 
work 

For Greg the park’s daily grind has 
dispelled “that glorified view of the Park 
Service some people have." But he still 
plans to major in environmental sciences, 
with a view toward working in parks. 

Using volunteer work as a career 
springboard is in the thought of more than 
one teen."I wanted an art-related job. 
says Stephanie Watkins, a fine-arts major 
who worked three jobs this summer, “and 
the only ones available don't pay 

But let's face it - an art degree and 35 
cents will get you a cup of coffe 
nowadays. You've got to have experience 
and good recommendations to get a job in 
my field By volunteering at this gallery

Another volunteer, a 14-year-old go: 
getter named Mark Bretzelder, has turned 
his enthusiasm and competence in the 
2090'S program into an offer for a paid 
position next summer.

Such recommendations flow freely from 
teen supervisors. "Young people are quick 
learners,” says Effie Lawrence, who

Many jobs are designated specifically as 
learning experiences, At the National 
Collection of Fine Arts, a year-round in: 
ternship program gives young adults a 
chance to work behind the scenes on the 
gallery's spate of exhibits 
and explore a variety of office jobs in the 
museum. Supervisor Teresa Granna also 
Fequires research of the interns, asking 
them to produce a paper on a particular 
artist or period, using the city’s vast art 
storehouse for research 

‘The program's few openings {ill up 
quickly, as do most of these volunteer 
slots. “Supervisors have become 
selective” of whom they hire, a 
Ms. Karraker. Once in, ho 
volunteers are asked to leave. As Kay 
Weisberg puts it, “these are highly 
motivated kids. They need instruction, not 
discipline 

The bulk of these teens find their own 
jobs. either by reading an ad in the news 
paper - like the 12-year-old tour guide at 
the Frederick Douglas House - or seeing a 
notice posted at the institution itself
